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Soldier Cannot

CALGARY, April 1—(CP)—A 
soldier shield an estate 
from action against it for debt, by | 
acting as the representative of the 
estate and claiming protection of | 
the Soldiers’ Relief Act of Al- 
berta, Mr. Justice G, B, O'Connor
